1* Mg th* laet meeting on June 21, GASGCKAEX 2 agreed to give up hia 
Job la the atom alii. However, before any definite arrangemente could bo 
made, Sas ^abY 2 felt that it would bo necessary for hia to go to Qeraany 
to discuss the details with GAS^C&UHX 3 ooneaming future financial arrange* 
manta. In view of this decision, it wao decided that CASS ©HAST % should go 
to Oosumsy as toon aa practicable* CASSCMAEX 2 was aloe told that la 
addition to discussing future finanoial arrangements, ho should tako tho 
opportunity of going more deeply into the various political ioiUOO confronting 
the Ukrainian emigration today, with particular eaphaa ie on inking an 
exploratory eurvey of tho major areas of dioagroanuit which presently aeea to 
iapeda tho Ukrainian unification effort. It was pointed out that fragments- 
tins of the CSSS emigration only serves to aid the Soviet# and, therefore, 
every effort must be made to establish a united emigre anti-eesammietie front. 

2. CASsGSAJBf 2 expressed complete agreement with tho desirability of tmltimg 
tin major Ukrainian emigre groups. Be felt that the major differences which 
separate the Ukrainian emigres are not imuraountablei that these are positive 
Indications that both tho BHRADA and tho msm would bo willing to roach an 
a g s eoasftt with the ZPOHVR. OassOWAHX 2 stated that tho two obstacle* for 
establishing unity among tho prinadpftl Ukrainian groups aret

of these individuals have bean trying to sabotage the previous diacuaslooa 
between the ZPUfiVE agd tho emUA-ZGhDUh. GAMWARX 2 felt that Mr. 
UASQOUM, because of his influence in official oiroloo, is particularly 
dangerous and every effort should bo made to Influence him in order to 
neutralise his adverse attitude and activities towards ZPUHVR.

2 pointed out that there are major differences between the two government's 
policies on tho tpidstioa of not only the Ukrainian nationalist aspirations 


but also on the general issues coneeralng the future statue of all 
the national minorities preeeatly included within the USSR eosplex. 
CASSC6?ART 2 felt that the British policy is mere realistically 
disposed towards the national aspirations of the minority groups 
and, therefore* might he more favorably resolved by the Ukrainians 
inside the USSR* 

3* CASSOWARY 2 Stated that in the latter part of June to was in Canada 
where to tod several interesting discussions with CaVatxRa 2. On being 
asked what hie reaction was to CAVATIKA 2 end the subject of their 
discussing! CASSOWARY 2 gave m evasive reply. However, to implied that 
the general subjaot of the conversation concerned the possibility of 
uniting the two organisations, CASSOWARY 2 felt that GAVAT3HA 2 is in 
favor of such unity) however, knowing GAVaTINA 2 as well as he does, 
CASSOWARY 2 was inclined not to take him too seriously, 

A. CASSOWARY 2 mentioned that on 1 July 1952 the Canadian Broadcasting 
Company initiated special broadcasts to the Ukraine* It has been Stated 
in official Canadian circles ef the necessity of conducting a determined 
struggle against Russian imperialism. This was a clear indication that 
the Ccuttdlan~4&rsialan broadcasts will be strongly nationalistic end would 
to store favorably aooepted inside the Ukraine than the VOA broadcasts • 
CASSOWARY 2 stated to wee told by a reliable Canadian source that the open* 
ing of the Canadian broadcasts will be followed by a revamping of the BBC „ 
Ukrainian broadcasts in order to make them more strongly Ukrainian in 
character. 


$. CASSOWARY 2 believes that* although this any be only a tactical maneuver 
on the part of the British to win the confidence of the Ukrainians, to f Bit 
that such a policy ia a realistic coo and nay serve to gain considerably more 
support for the British inside the Ukraine. Moreover, CASSOWARY 2 believes 
that the British are studying the mistakes made by the Americans in the Held 
of Russian emigre activities, particularly as far to the national adnority 
issue is concerned, and on tala basis are forging ahead in making a better 
policy of ttoir own* cassowary 2 believes that there should be a stronger 
effort on the pert of the U, S, to adept a more realistic policy toward* the 
national ndnoritiee tod to eroate a more unifora U, S. - British toS*®a<& 
to this important problem* 

6. CASSOWARY 2 believes that unless the VQA pursues a rare favorable line 
in its Ukrainian broadcasts, there nay be a strong tendency on the port of 
the leaders in tbs Ukraine to favor the British rather than the U, S. as 
long as there are basic differences between the U. S, and the British 
policies concerning the national adnority issue, it nay be difficult to fora 
a united front of the major Ukrainian emigre groups. However, despite those 
reservations, CA3SGWAHY 2 feels that every effort should to made to establish 
such a unity, and that in order to finalise this effort, to is anxious to go 
to Ceraany to explore the grounds on which auto an agreement could be reaehed. 
He pointed out that he does not believe that any emigre organisation should 
exist "Illegally* . He feels that aom^ the functions uourped by the ZChOUB 
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*w *1 ilegel% and that an effort should be made to Iron out these mi© -, 
conceptions. GassowaHE 2 strongly believes that a rapproehecnnt can be 
reached on the basis of the proposal which ha gave to UAVAfUlA 2,

8s believes that the 
c h a n g e in tbs IsadsrmMp* which would inevitably remit if a rapprochement 
is sttalned between ZChDUS and the 2PUJJVS, would in tarn bam Considerable 
sffact on the rank and fils and would also efaango their attituds towards 
sons ef tbs controversial issues which at present are not clearly defined* 

8# CASSC&fARI 2 also stated that approximately a waste ago there was a 
Ukrainian emigre meeting in Germany in which ell the major Ukrainian 
organisations participated* Despite the internal differences which exist 
between the various organizations, mast of the groups present agreed on a 
single external platform which in a way can be considered to bs cnfbmexebtls 
towards the activities of SOUR. GhSScwtxx 2 believes that this meeting 
was bold as a result of the newest effort on the pact ef the A me ric a n 
Committee to establish SOUS on the basis of the Fuessen protocol* OASSO^ARX 
2 stated that tbs feet that no Ukrainian organisation participated In the 
new alliance Cheuld in itself indicate that the present policy ef the 
American Committee le not acceptable to the Ukrainian emigres* 
insistence on the part ef the American Caaoittea to go ahead with tbs 
formation ef SQK8 without considering the desires of lbs major national 
g r ou p s has so far served only to splinter the cmlgpNftta and intensify 
their pro-nationalist aspirations* For example* las UURAM, which considers 
itself 0t a legal gevoyeacih^diMUe. is net favorably disposed towards the 
principle of self-dot «pjaination. cm the contrary, as a goversamt-in^exile* 
It expects fdl recognition ef this fact* Qtmmm 2 stated tbit moat ef 
tbs ethsr Ukrainian emigre leaders and groups ask for recognition of tbs' 
hietorlo fact* !*#•* that tmm 1918 to 1920 Ukraine existed ae 
•tats* USSABA pee somswhat beyond thin principle In da m a ndt« g 
tinn of UHBAM as a legal govenmnt-in-Cxlle. Ibis difference, however, in 
not a major woe and with proper handling could be oversea*, according to 

9* CASSmmi 2 made the following interesting observation which could 
probably play an important solo in deter min i ng the extent to which the 
Ukrainian emigration would participate in a political canter with Great 
R us sians or other emigre organisations! OASSOWAISf 2 stated that tbs 
recognition by the American Committee of the Historic fast that from 
1938 to 1929 the Ukraine cwlgjrt^an independent state expressing the 
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will of th® Ukrainian people could aim as a bails fair an agreement 
between the Aneriean Goamittee and lbs Ukrainian grotq?s» Therefore, 
if tbs American Committee would make such a stateaant and et^Xesaai 
it by &» reiteration of the present U* £. policy based on tbs principle 
of MlMaknsiMlis^ CAfiOTAKI 2 fools that greater cooperation could 
bo obtained from the Ukrainian ealgratiem in support of the Amarlcan 
Goamittee. 

10. CASSCSUKT 2 also pointed out that ths American Gemmlttee's recant 
statement was not well formulated. Bs referred to ths statement made 
by the American Coanitteei B Wo aro against disneabsmsnt of Russia, 
and at ths oasis time wo are against propaganda for cue and indivisible 
Russia". QmmkM 2 pointed out that wTliipUoo that whoroas the 
American Gessritttee stands against d tsa nAam ayt of Russia* it is only 
against ths propaganda for ono and indivisible Russia* Although this 
any bo a question of nuances, ho pointsd out that the ward "propaganda" 
ehould have bom wood in hath oases so that neither the national 
minorities nor the Great Russian* would have an opportunity to adelnterpret 
such a statement. On being asked whether CASSOWARI 2 weald he willing to 
perbleipste in SOUR* he replied that he io willing to wash with any eadgre 
gr o up which represents the pee pie inside* Moreover, he said that any 
emigre group whim is gating a sincere effort to re»establlsh contact with 
its people inside the USSR would be acceptable to him* However, he does 
not feel that me present representatives in SG6R possess thin important 
qualification. Most of than, he con t i nued , have joined SONS for personal 
or financial reasons and* perhaps with ths e&cepticm of the Byelorussians* 
have no eontaet with their own people inside the USSR* If this is a real 
effort to eoabat Bolshevism, mm only the eadgre leaders with sincere 
ideological sotlvatioa end the tight to represent their am peoples both 
inside end outside the USSR mould be included in sum m effort* 


a* the primary objectives of this meeting were to pureuade 
G&BSOWARX 2 to depart for Germany am aeon aa practicable and to 
bare him explore the possibility of bringing about unification 
among the various Ukrainian elements. 

b» CASSOWARX 2 agreed to proceed to Germany on the 9th of 
Ally, or any day after that* if transportation can be obtained. 
He also agreed that a major effort should be made to unify the 
principal Ukrainian emigre groups* While in Germany he sill 
explore ths possibility of bringing about such a unification 
and report to ue the mjor differences which have to be ever* 
corns before thia can be brought about. Re will ales submit to 
us hie plans and recommendations fbr actios to be taken in this 
field.
